In room 110, of the St. Cloud Hotel, Puiladelphia, 
there has lived for the past six years a major in the 


; United States army, whose name is withheld, born 
| with one of those temarkable walformations, which 


ever since medicine has been a science have puzzled 
the doctors. By a freak of nature his heart is placed 
on the right side of his body. and his lungs, liver and 
spleen are to a great extent removed frum where they 
should be. He is a relaive of the Jate Judge Asa 
Packer, wel known throughout Philadelphia, and in- 
timately acquainted in Mauch Chunk and the adjoiu- 
ing counties, where his family move in high circles. 

The Major discovered that his heart was different 
from other people’s in 1831, although he had been 
carrying it about for thirty-three years prior to that 
date, an‘ all that time it was undoubtedly in the same 
condition as itis now. Having some trounle wiin his 
lungs, he consulted Dr. J. T. Hampton, then of 
Twelfth and Arch streets, but now of 802 North Broad 
street.

AFTER THE FREDERICKS- 
BURG BUTCHERY. 


More Muzzling of the Press, and More 
Printed Lies--A Reporter’s Experi- 
ence--How Heroes Were Made 
to Order--Seeking a -—~/ 
Breakfast Under 
Difficulties. 





The day after the escape from the Fredericksburg 
trap was a gloomy one indeed. The writer bcing con. 
versant with only the details of what happened on the 
left of the artuy, where he had cast bis own lot, does 
not pretend to describe the scenes of the crossing of 
the troops from Fredericksburg town onthe night of 
the retreat, nor will Le give attention to the rumors 
that prevailed of the confusion incident to the retire- 
ment and the reported abandonment of large quant:- 
ties pf army stores. He wrttes oply what he saw, ex- 
perienced, or had means of iminediately verifying, 
and the affairs of the right wing were out of his vision 
altogether—especialiy in the rush of exciting events 
that came on him so thickly in the few exciting hours 
of battle and retreat. This much he can say,.however, 
in apparent verification of the aforesaid rumor. Three 
days after the battle, when we had settled down in 
camp for the winter at White Oak Church, the enemy 
made a disp!ay of many new white wall tents on the 
sloping hills on the other side of the river. 1t seemed 
they had enough of these comfortable fittings to es- 
tablish the brigade stafts of their advanced corpsin a 
comfortable style of field bousekeeping to which the 
Johnnies were by no means accustumed. We don't 
know where they could bave got such a camp outfit 
unless from our supplies, It was disloyalty to hit at 
such a thing, though, at that time. No one ventured 
to write it lest he should be branded as a Copperhead 
and be written down on the black-list at Washington. 
So the loyal lying or falsification of facts was kept up 
in even minor details of army events and the fortunes 
of war. 





It remained for the political sneaks and their satraps 
to stamp out McClellanism fiom the army, and they 
began the day after the retreat. An opportunity was 
offered by the spirit of the soldiers. 

The men were surly and uncomfortable. 

“We've gone across the river and come back again,” 
they growled. ‘What did we go across at all for?”

firm was their grip on the throat of the press, that | 
finally they adroitly worked around to declare the 
battle an affair little sbort of avictory. There were | 
hints that these bloody maneuvers were the result of 
wise forethought, and the hidden advantages, which 
were too important to be revealed to the public, would 
have a great effect in saving the Union. If you vent- | 
ured to doubt these stories or to put ina word for the j; 
plaintruth, you gota hint that vour course was disloyal. 
It you persisted in it you werea marked man, and 
sooner or later weuld be railroaded by the high hand 
either out of the army or into a prison.

It was a test of loyalty, the good 
grace with which you gulped down and assimilated 
the he, and recognized the pretenders and skulkers as 
the true heroes of the war. The men who snould 
profit by the war and who should reap all the honors 
from: fields watered with the blood -of really brave 
men, were named by the political powers in Wash-

= for Three Months. 





On Sunday night, Dec. 9, Miss Nellie Cooley,a young, 
wealtby and attractive lady, left her home, the elegant | 
mansion ot her grandfather, Mr. Nathan Rutter, on | 
River street, Wilkesbarre, Pa. At what bour she lett 
is not now known. Shortly after 10 she was seen pre- | 
par'ng to retire. Since then no mortal eye, as fur as 
can be learned, has seen her alive or dead. ; 

The nignt was bitterly cold, and Miss Cuvoley was a 
young lady of delicate health. She had remained at 
home while the other members of the tamily, except 
one of Mr. Rutter’s davghters, had gone to church. 
She appeared gloomy, but her companion succeeded | 
in leading her to more echeertul talk, and when the | 
family returned she had apparently regained all her | 
cheerfulness, Betore retiring she took ber usual affec- | 
tionate leave ot the family. In the gray light of the 
following morning her room was found empty and 
her bed undisturbed. A note addressed to Mr. Rut- 
ter said briefly : 

“‘Ican no longer bea burden to ‘my friends, and so 
go to seek rest in oblivion. NELLIE.” 

The river was the first thought, and, as rapidly as 
as orders could be executed, drags and boats 
were procured, and dozens of eager workers dotted the 
river surface and the bauks.

None were seen, and 
to-day her relatives are as much in the dark as ever 
regarding her fate. Either she never entered its 
waters, or the remains have been swept away un- 
noticed to the all-concealing sca.

The Gay before a long and exciting trial ended of a 
band of men who, on Dec. 8, 1883, rode into the town 
of Bisbee on a robbing raid, and aiter pillaging stores 
and killing three men and one woman, attempted to 
destroy the town. Five of the men ciiarged with the 
crime, Dowd, Delaney, Kully, Sample and Howard, 
were convicted cf murder in the first degree, and sen- 
tenced tobe banged on March28. John Heith, who, 
although not taking part in the robbery, was proven 
to have planned and instigated the outrage, was let off 
with a lite sentence. 

The verdict returned by the jury in the latter case 
svemed to he looked upon by the people of Cochise 
county asawrong one—every person in the county 
believing that if Heith was guilty at all (whieh had 
been proven beyond the shadow of a doubt) he 
was, if possible, more guilty than bis pals, who had 
been sentenced to hang. Therefore a crowd of deter- 
mined men, who wore no masks, nur made any at- 
tempt at concealment, went to the jail early the next 
morning. intimidated the keepers, seized Heith and 
bung bim, as above described. 

One ot the condemned men, Kelly, cescribes the 
capture and execution in the following dozgere), 
which was published in the Tombstone Ep:laph: 


As T awoke this morning at eight, 

T heard a Knock at the outsice gate, 

The jwler went to ope the door, 

And there beield a hundred or more. 

Kriegbaum came to Ward's relicf,

oa Marzh 13. ° Pocahontas is situated in the south- 
western poriion of Virginia, in Tazewell county, and is 
fcached by a branch line of the Norfolk & Western 
Rullroud. It is about seventy five miles from tbe 
mainline, The mines and town are owned by a Phil- 
ateiphia company, &nd the mine is known as that ot 
the Southwest Virginia Improvement Cumpany. 

Tie c.tizens of this quiet litile place were awakened 


from their slumbers at hali-past twelve in the morn- | 


‘ng, by a terrible explosion at the mines, situated 
“pout @ mile from the town. On reaching the place

There were about 120 men iv the mines at 
the time of the explosion, not one of whom escaped 
alive. ‘Ihe fire ventilator was shattered, leaviag not a 
trace to show what it was. Traces of the terrible dis 
aster could be seen for fully half a mile from the spot. 
A family living about 200 feet from the mines had their 
house blown from over them. 

As soon as the accident became known a relief force 
was sent by the superintendent to aid the hapless 
miners who had been hemmedin. After going a short 
distance they were forced to return. The bodies ot 
six men found by this party belonged to a torce at 
work not far from the entrance. To add to the horror 
of the situation, at 6 o’clock the mines were discovered 
to be on fire. This created the wildest excitement 
among the people of this place, as there is scarcely a 
house that had not its representative in the mine. 

In the contusion which bas very naturally prevailed 
ever since the calamity took place, it is impossible to 
obtain alist of the men buried in the mines. Of the ; 
men in the mines fifty were colored miners and labor 
ers, forty Hungarians, and the remainder Germans 
and natives ot Tazewell county.

Last fall, before Archbishop Gibbons, of Baltimore, 
left for Rome, he was visited by an elderly man who 
claimed to bean Archbishop of the diocese of Chaldea.

A murderous assault, resembling in many respects 
the crime perpetrated by Chastine Cox upon Mrs. Dr. 
Hull, was committed on Saturday night, March 8, iu 
theSloane Flats, at Broadway and Thirty-second street, 
this city. Mr. George Sloane and his family occupy 
apartments o1 the fourth floor. With them lived Miss 
Magxie Harvey, Mrs. Sloane's sister. On Saturday 
night Mr. and Mrs. Sloane went out on a visit, leaving 
their two-year-old child in the care ot Miss Harvey, 
who is about nineteen years old. 

Miss Harvey went to bed at 10% o’clock with the 
child. Soon afier they were in bed the door of a closet 
in the bedroom was pusbed open,and a negro ap- 
proached the bed. He clutched Miss Harver by the 
throat and prevented her from screaming. When the 
child cried he threatened the girl that ifshe didn’t make 
itstop he would kill them both. He then demanded 
that Miss Harvey should show him where Mr. Sloane 
kept his money. She said she didn’t know. The 
negro then gagged her with a towl, drew her from the 
bed. and bound her hands behind her back. Miss‘ 
Harvey became unconscious, and the negro ransacked 
the house. At 1134 Mr. and Mrs. Sloane returned. 
They released Miss Harvey anda sent for the police. 

Before midnight Capt. Williams and two detectives 
were in the house. One of the latter found a light- 
complexioned negro under the bed of Gertrude Ash, a 
colored servant of Mr. Sloane. He was taken to the 
station, where he said his name was Jesse Williams, 
and that he wasacoachman. Gertrude Ash was also 
arrested as a possible accomplice. 

She is about eighteen years old. Williams is only 
twenty-one years old. When he was discovered he 
tried to break away. and fougbt so ferociously:thaf be 
was clubbed into submission. About $600 wortirof sil- 
verware was found done up in abundlein tte house 
It is supposed that Williams was in the house since 
Wednesday, and that he was fed by.Gertrude Ash. 

To Capt. Williams Miss Harvey made the following 
statement: 

“ITlay down with the child about 10 o’clock., and 
think I slept about ten minutes, wben I awoke as the 
child cried. The gas was turned partly down, but it 
was light enough for me to see a negrojump out of a 
closet opposite the bed. I was very mucb startled. and 
tried to rise up from the bed, but the negro savagely 
pushed me down and hissed in my ear: 

STN) kill if you say a word.’ 

“Then he tied my hands across my back with a 
string whicb he drew from his pocket ; then he stuffed 
something into my mouth so tight that I couldn't 
speak. 

“While Ilay helpless and frigbtened, he glared at 
me and ordered me to get up and open tbe front door. 
I got up as well as I could, but I couldn’t open the door 
as I had no key. ‘If youdon’t open the door I'll kill 
you and the child,’ he said. Then he became 1impa- 
tient and threw me over, and kicked me while I was 

nthe floor. Afcver that I became unconscious,” 

Willianis said he went tothe Sloane Flats on Wednes- 
day. “Gertrude asked me to stay,” he continued, 
*‘and I did. 1 remained in her room from W ednesday 
up tothe time I was arrested. About 10 o’clock on 
Saturday night Gertrude went out of the room and got 
some hot water for her bath. She went out again to 
see about noises we had heard in the building. Pres- 
ently she returned, and told me that Miss Harvey had 
been gagged and tied up. She tola me to hide under 
the bed, for she was afraid that if I were found in her 
room she would lose her place.”

Williams was born in Kingston, is twenty-one years 
of age, and bas been out of employment fur several 
months. He was arrested in July last for abandoning 
his wife, but was discharged. The woman said she 
was born in Philadelphia eighieen years ago.

Mervine Thompson, the New Pugil- 
istic Comet, Keeping His Mand in-- 
Business Mapped Out for Mitchell. 





Prize ring mattcrs still continue boominz, and while 
Sullivan is gaining glory und wealth near the Pacific 
Coast, Mervine Thompson, the new pugilistic comet, 
is scoring victory ater victory. Mitchell is still in 
New York and patiently waiting for the opportunity 
to knock out Mervine Thompson, or try (he same 
game with the retired champton, Sullivan. 

Joe Pender:ast has fought bimself into a saloon and 
refuse to flzhi anv one but Sullivan. Hic) H. Stod- 
dard, the Syracuse wonder, is sti!l in New York, and 
makes Ned Mallahan’s sporting house, ccrner of 
‘Twenty-aixth street and Sixth avenue, his heacquar- 
ters. Stoddard ts cagcr and spoiling fur a glove con- 
test with any of the puzilists. Mervine Tuompson 
will, no doubt, accommodate him. 

The second glove cuntest between Mervine Thomp- 
son, of Cteveland, Ojo, and Jack Stewart, of Canada, 
Was not allowed to take place at London, Onterio, on 
Maren 5. Duncan C. Ross bad engaged the City Hall 
for the conttest, and the Common Council had granted 
a license for tie affair, but the action of the chief of 
police in soliciting the opiaion of the crown attorney, 
who decided that the exhibition would be illegal, and 
sent a communication to Mayor Ilyman, advising the 
closing of the City ILall against the affair, rendered the 
change of place necessary. 

Ross finally engaged the Grand Opera House. and 
then the chier of police tried to prevent the puzilists 

vom meeting. Stewart was placed under bonds, and 
when Thompson arrived he also had to give bonds 
that he would not engage in a glove contest. 

Thompson has becom? quite popular with the lead- 
ing sporting.men ofthe West, and went to London, 
accompanied by Jack Forbes, the noted Canadian 
turfaaan, Robert Wright, of Detroit, John D. Wright, 
of Port Huron, Don Ewer, of P rt Huron, Ed. 
Gillman, of Detroit, and a host of other leading 
lights of the sporiing world. Oa the night of 
the contest a tremendous crowd filled the Opera 
House. Tie Mayor ana the entire Board of Alcer- 
men were present. The presence of the chiet of 
police and a posse of some ten offiters, who were sta- 
tiuned on the stage, thougn concealed from the audi- 
ence, bad the effect of da:spening the ardor of the 
contestants and preventing what might have proved 
an exciting struggle, 

Tne programme was inauzurated by several round3 
between amateurs, afler which Stewart and Thompson 
made their appearance in full ring costume. A great 


fheavy, thickset build, while his opponent was con- 
siderably lighter and more active. Six rounds were 
fought, but the men evinced no destre to injure each 
Other, and went through their work 1p a playful man- 
ner, accepting the slight punishinent they received in 
g00d form. Indeed, when anything approaching serlue 
mage was induized in, a warning trom the chief 
servejtostopit. It was generaily conceded that in 
point of skill and activity Stewart was much suveror 
to the Cleveland man, who apparently possesses little 
knowledge of the science of se f-defense, although 
from bis limmense strength it is quite evident that he 
might prove a formidable opponentin the event of a 
contest more closely approaching a prize fight, but he 
was not permitted to exercise his muscle in the stight- 
est degree, and madescareely any use of his right hand 
in defending himscl. He was repeatedly tapped on 
the face, mouth, cheek and body by Stewart, but the 
blows seemcd to produce not che siightest effect, as he 
remained solid and immovable. He appears capable 
of sustaluing any amount ot punishment, Ed Gilman 
Oiliciated as reicree swlisfactury : Robert Wrisht, sec- 
ond fur Stewart, and Duncan C. Ro s for ‘Thompson. 

Charley Mitebell, tbe heavy-weight champion pu- 
gilist of Ensland,and Joe Denning are to box four 
rounds, * Police Gazet'e” rules, at ‘Turn Hall, in Fourib 
str et, Thursday March 2. Denning is to receive s10Vif 
he is able to conquer Mitchell during the 12 minu.es 
ot boxingor slugzinz, William E. Harding, the sport- 
ing editor of the POLICE GAZETYIF, Was chosen to till 
the position of referee on March 11 at tbe POLICE Ga- 
ZETTE ollice, and accepted the position, Denning will 
weigh in the neighborhood of 190 pounds, while 
Mitchell will weizh about 160 pounds, Tne contest 
will be well worth looking at, for Mitchell will try to 
do Denning. 5 

Mitchel! does not intend to be il'e. At the Mechan- 
ics’ Institute at Boston, on Weaneséay evening, March 
26, the English champion is tu meet John K:lrain, the 
last comet in the pugilistic firmament, and box four 
rounds, according to “Police Gazette” or revised 
Queensberry rules, Kilrain js the pugilist who fought 
a draw with Jem Goode at the Crib Club at Bosion 
some time ago, and the man that Dominick McCaffrey 
refused to box aficr he journeyed to the Hub to meet 
hiin, 
Keenan, of 8) Knecland street, Boston, and there is 
every indication that a tremendous crowd will pack 
the Institute 10 witnes: the contest. 

Since the glove contest between Robinson. the ama- 
teur athlete of the Olympic Club, San Francisco, and 
Sullivan, there has been considerabie discussion about 
the alleged cowardly tacties Robinson pursued. Rob- 
inson had no idea that be could conquer Sullivan. He 
knew that if he could stand before Sullivan, or respond 
tothe callcf time during cach cf the four reunds, 
he would, technically speaking, win tbe match, as Sul- 
livan w.s booked to “ixuock oui’? Robinson in 12 min- 
utes. Accordingto the rules, there is no stipulation 
made whether a pusimist shall siand up oy fall down. 
Therefore, Rodinson had a perfect rizht to follow the 
tactics he pursued. After the mateh was arranged 
there was a larze amount of money Wagered, odds be- 
ing laid that Sullivan would knoek Robinson out. Al. 
Sinith and nearly a’) of the detting tra ernity invested 
their funds at $1009 to £6) 0n Sullivan’s chances, 
members of the O!ympie Clu» and their followers 
placed their confidence in Robinson’s a ility to “stay” 
the four rounds, and in many instances backed their 
opinions. Robinson Knew this fact, and he eniered 
the ring determined to use tacties which would make 
him the winner, and he sucveeded. Chandler's, the 
referee, decision that Sullivan won on a foul, because 
Robinson tell without a blow, is absurd. There is no 
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specification or provision in the rules that would give 
tim that power. [Ifthe pugilists had been contending 
London ring rules and Robinson tel] without a blow, 
the decision wouid have been a fair one. 
was the winner according to the terms of the match. 
‘Those that put out their money that Robinson would 
not stay during the four rounds, lost. Robinsun does 
not pretend to be a puygilist. He bas been a gentle- 
man amateur of the Olympic, Club. He was induced 
to box Sullivan by a number of prominent genilemen. 
He had no idea of conquering the champion; but he 
was Satisfied Sullivan could not conquer him in four 
rounds, : 

The lon~-pending glove fight between Mervine 
Thumpson, of Cleveland, Ohio, Duncan C. Ross’ pro- 
tege. and C. A. C. Smith,the heavy-weight colored 
champion, of East Saginaw, Mich., was fought at the 
Armory Hall, Cleveland, on March 10. Ever since the 
rival giants of the arena bad been matched great in- 
terest was centered in the affair. Thompson’s friends 
were confident be would win, while many did not be- 
lieve he could knock Smith out, and there was con- 
siderablé speculation. From all parts of the country 
sporting men journeyed to witness the affair, and long 
befure the doors were opened hundreds of sporting 
men were on hand, and at 8 o’clock nearly 3,000 per- 
sons were in the building. After the pugilists entered 
the ring Thompson appeared much heavier than his 
game colored antagonist in every way, and his broad 
shouiders and immense chest produced a very favor- 
able impression on the audicnce. He has the appear- 
ance of atypical fighter. Standing 5 feet 113{ inches, 
his immense breadth of shoulders and depth of chest 
give him the appearance of a wan of only wedium 
height. His head is set on a short, thick neck, and his 
face, if physiognomy goes for anything, is that of a 
man who would mever know when he was whipped 
and would fight to the death. He can stand .any 
amount of punishment, and is utterly fearless in anv 
kind ofa mill. At present he weighs 210 pounds, being 
worked down from 26. For a ring fight he would 
train down 10 pounds more. The tollowing are his 
measurements: Chest 45, Jeft biceps 173;, right biceps 
18's, waist 353g, thigh 27, calf 18'4, neck 18. The 
muscles of the arm, chest and back are developed 
to an extraordinary degree, standing out in great curds 
and knots, and forni bing the power to drive the enor- 
mous fists with terrific effect. Smith, on the contrary. 
appears lighter and more nervous in temperament, 
possessing great activity uf movement, and in this re- 
spect far exceeding his antagonist, Who stood like a 
rock, apparently understanding little of the principles 
of sparring. Smith is 5 feet 11 inches in height, chest 
41 inones, biceps 16, thigh 24, calf 16. The weight at 
which he appeared was 200 pounds. 

The pugilists were to fight according to ‘Police Ga- 
zette” rules,” the rounds to last three minutes each, 
witb‘one minute rest between. 

* Rounp 1.—The colored man appeared eager and ex- 
cited and rushed at Thompson at the word, the men 
closing at once. Smith clinched Thompson, shoved 
him back, and Knocked him over the ropes. Up again; 


, Smith clinched, fell under Thompson’s heavy blows, 
, Went over the ropes azaip and lost his gloves. There 
disparity was apparent in their size, ‘Thompson being ° 


Was mucia heavy countering, body blows, and clinch- 


| ing. Smith retired to his corner in exceieut shape.

He was laughing and appeared fresh as a daisy. 

RouNnp 2.—The men clinched at the outset. Cries ef 
foul from Thompson’s friends. ‘Thompson forced 
Smith to the roves, and either knocked him over or 
shoved him off the platform, falling over after him. 
Cries of foul from Smith’s backers. Again Thompson 
Knocked his man do +n, but fell himself heavily on bis 
face. It wasaclcse fight, and both men went overthe 
Knovk-out for the Cievelander. 

RouNnp3.—They clinched again, but Thompson 
broke away and hit Smith a terrible blow on the side 
of the bead, sending bim over the ropes. Up azain, 
Thompson fivored his man and hammered him on the 
head after he was gown. Another knock-out for 
Thompson. 

Rounpb 4.—Smith came up laughing, and in good 
condition. He showed no signs of weakening. Thomp- 
son appeared groggy and mad. As usual, the men 
closed at the start, Tiiompson showing no science at 
all. Thomp: on aowned the colored man in quick or- 
der, and again pounded him on the head after he was 
down. More short arm fighting followed, and Smith 
was again sent over the ropes by a terrific side blow. 
Knock-out for the Cleveland man. 

RouND 5.—Thompson knocked Smith down at the 
start. Ile came up smiling and gave Thompson a ter- 
rible side blow, knovking him down. Thompson 
jumped up and knocked Smith down once, aud then 
sent him over the ropes again. 

RounpD 6.—Both men came up gamely, Thumpson 
in the best condition of the two. He again floored 
Smith, hitting him in the back of the neck whiie the 
darkey was pounding away at his hips. Thompson 
won the round. Smith stil fresh and laughing. 

RounND 7.—Thompson led off with several bard blows 
and secured a clean Knock-down, and then sent Smith 
over the ropes again. Smith retired gamey, but with 
an unsteady walk. 

RouND 8.—Thompson’ forced Smith to the ropes, 
and gave him severe punishment, knocking him 
down three times in the round, which he won with 
ease, 

Rovunp 9.—Smith cameup with a forced smile on his 
face, but in bad condition. He mustered up courage 
enough to give Thompson two good ones in the face, 
but Thompson !et drive one of his sledge-hammer 
blows, and again sent him over the ropes into the 
crowd. He lay exhausted and unable to climb back. 
He was helped up, but failed to respond. 

The referce called time, and decided the fight in 
favor of Thompson. Great excitement prevailed for a 
time, Smith's friends claiming a foul. The whole 
affair was more like a rough-and-tumble fizht than a 
sparring match. There was ho science, no sparring, 
nothing but pulling and pounding. Thompson re- 
ccives $3,000 as his sbare of the receipts, and Smith 
$2,000. 

In an interview Billy Madden, Charley Mitchell's 
backer and trainer, says: 

“Mitenell has come back wonderfully improved. 
He keeps himself in good condition, and is as quiet as 
abuby in my hands, Every night he is in bed before 
midnight, and has a good eight hours’ sleep. He then

“What do you think his chances will ce with Sulli- 
van?’ 

“T think he will open Sullivan’s eyes a little, but T 
don’t want to talk too much on that sutject. Another 
thing, J don’t want any more gloves.” 

“What do you men by that?” 


“Well, I want to have Sullivan face him in a 24foot |

will back him against Sullivan for eny amount under 
those conditions.” 

“On what grounds do you think he has chance; ot 
success ?”’ 

-“Well, on the ground that Sullivan would not last 
out the full battle. Here is a fact that 
generally Known. At the time Sullivan and Mitchell 
met atthe Madison Square Garden, when both men 
reached the dressing room, when the battle was over. 
a remark was pas<ed by Sullivan, who, by the way, 
was considerably blown, and Mitchell sprang up and 
wanted to finish the fight with{bare knuck!es right on 
the spot. Sullivan was not at all willing, and Capt. 
Williams said that such language as that had to he 
stopped or he would arrest all hands. Now, I claim 
that hard gloves are worse to fight with in one sense 
than the bare Knuckles. Mitchell has been brought 
up to fight with bare fists, while Sullivan has rarely 
had anything but the gloves strike against him.” 

* But it is said that Sullivan will not fight with bare 
knuckles.” 

“If he does not—and I am going to press that point— 
Mitchell will mect him again with hard or soft gloves, 
as the case may be.” 

“Then you think that Mitchell is the only one of all 
the champions who can successiully compete with Sul- 
livan in a fight ?” 

“T certainly do, and everything points that way. 
Although Mitchell has gained considerably in weight, 
T do not think that a disadvantage. He can reduce a 
couple of pounds and still be sufficiently heavy to meet 
Sullivan. At present he is, in my opinion, the most 
scientific man on this continent, and superior to Sulli- 
van in that respect.” 


A large crowd’ ot sporting men assembled at the 
POLICE GAZETTE office on March 10 to witness Jack 
Dempsey and Patrick McCausland, better Known as 
Young English, arrange a glove contest. The match 
was satisfactorily arranged, and the following articles 
were signed: 


Articics of Agreement, entered into at the PoLice 
GAZETTE office this 10th day of March, between 
Jack Dempsey and Patrick McCauslend (Young En- 
gush). i 

The said Jack Dempsey ani the said Young En- 
glish Jo hereby agree to box six rounds, Queensberry 
rules, by which the said Jack Dempsvy and the said 
Patrick McCausland do hereby mutually agree to be 
bound. . 

The said fight shall be for the sum of $100 a side, to 
take place on Monday, April 7. 1881, at Clarendon Hall. 
The men tote in tbe ringgbetwcen the hours of 9 and 
10 P. M.; the man absent to forfeit stake moncy. The 
expenses to be borne mutually, share snd share alike. 

In pursuance of this agreement the sum of $25 a side 
is now dep sited with Richard K. Fox, proprietor 
POLICE GAZETTE, who shali be final stakcholder. 
The remaining deposit of 375 a side shail be posted at 
the PoLICE GAZETTE office Saturday, April 5, 1834, ve- 
tween the hours of 3 and 4 P. M. 

The said deposits must not be put up later than the 
hours aforesaid. and either party faliing to inake good 
the amount due at the time and place named shall fur- 
teit the money down. 

The stakes not to be given up unless by mutual con- 
sent or fairly won or lust by a fight, and due notice 
shall be given to both parties of the tiine and place tor 
giving the money up. 

In pursuance of this agreement we hereby attach 
our names.

Warren Lewis, of Brooklyn, is backing Patrick 
McCausland, whi’e Capt. Tuthbill, of the Rochester, is 
backing English. 

Harry Pearce, better known as the Game Chicken, 
was a native of Bristol, Eng. He was born in 1777, and 
was, until temptations of London life ruined his cun- 
stitution, one of the most powerful, active ic!lows ihat 
ever graced the ring. His strength was almost Her- 
culean, and his wind was so truly excellent that he was 
scarcely ever seen distressed. His science, although 
not quite so fine as that of Jem Belcher, wasof a bigh 
order, and gave him immi nse superiority over-all his 
other competitors. His height was 5 fect 9 inches, bis 
weight was not much over 156 pounds, and 1n figure he 
much resembled Tom Johnson. His first battle took 
place Aug. 11, 1803, in which he conquered the deter- 
mined Rourke. In 1804 it was generally considered 
that Jem Belcher bad retired,and that the belt was 
therefure vacant, and Pearce, as the conqueror of 
Bourke, who bad been Belcher’s most trouci]lesome 
customer, immediately assuned the tile, which he was 
long destined to retain without a contest. Bourke was 
not satisfied with the result of the first tourney, 
which had taken place late at night in a room, and 
issued a challenge for a second trial, which was at 
once accepted by Pearce, anda match was made for 
£100, £90 for tbe winner and £10 for the loser. The battle 
was fought on the Wimbleton common, Jan. 23, 1804. 
Bourke stood longer before Pearce than be had been 
able to stand before Belcher, the fight lasting 1 hour 
and 17 minutes, and this no doubt led many 
to suppose that Pearce was inferior to that 
renowned hero. ‘his appears to have been the 
opinion o* E ias Spray, the coppersmith, alsoa Bristol- 
ian, who next entered the ring with the Chicken for 
fifty guineas, The battJetook place March 11, 1805, at 
Moulsey, Hurst. The betting was 7 to 4 on Pearce, who 
made such an exampie of the coppersmith that he had 
to quit after twenty-nine rounds in 35 minutes. Spray 
showed lots of pluck, and took his miiling like a man, 
occasionally regaliating with some severity, but so lit- 
tle did his blows show uvon the Chieken that within 
an hour scarcely any one would knuw he had been 
fighting. Before leaving the ground he was challenged 
by Cart, of Birmingham, a powerful feilow, standing 6 
feet 3's inches, and a match was made on the spot, to 
come off in six weeks, for fifty guineas. Tbis match 
took place April 27, 1805, at Shepperton. Tue superi- 
ority of the Chicken was so manifest that Cart had no 
chance whatever. After twenty-five rounds had been 
fought, in 35 minutes, Cart, who had received a severe 
mulling. was compelled to give up, and the Cuicken 
again retired from the ring without a scratch, It was 
now that the triends of John Gully, wno had not yet 
made his appearance in the ring, but who had dis-

laurels. In obtaining tne viciory uver such aman as 
Gully, whdé althougn nominally only a novice, dis

persuaded him to throw down the gauntlet to Pearce. | 


The backers of the Chicken were notbing loth, and 
backed their pet for 630 guineas against £490. The fight 
was to have come off July 20, 1805, but owing to the 


showed the most determined resolution and spirit. 

It was after the fight that his old friend and adviser, 
Jem Belcier. sent a challenge to Pearce? to fight in two 
months fur 50) guineas. Pearce was much mortified 
at the cha lenge, but his position woulda not admit of 
Lis declining it. and the match was made. The fight 
took place Dee. 6. 1806. This was Pcarce’s last appear- 
ance in the prize ring. Shortly aiter the above fight 
his health began to fail, his continued libations to 
Bacchus, added to the fond caresses of the sofler sex, 
svon told upon bis constiiution, and by the advice ot 
his friends he retired from the ring, and took ap the 
calling of a victualer in his nativetown. ‘This he re- 
linquished in 1807, and afterward he appears to have 
traveled from town to town toteach the art of self 
defense. He gradually gre® weaker, and in 1809 was 
attacked by rapid consumption, which soon carried 
him off. : 

Charley Norton, the light-weight champion pugilist, 
was tendered a mammoth benetit at tie Academy of 
Music, at Newark, N. J., on Mareh 13. The exhibition 
was well attended. A lho-t of volunteers were on 
band, an 1 the following pugilis!s appeared: Young 
Nixey and Denny Costiga’, George Taylor and Young 
Martin, W. J. Mwiligan and Barney McCauley, Joe 
Wooley ard Harry James, Mike Mullins and George 
Young, Billy Jamesand Del! Gaffney. Kdwin Bibby 
and Al. Hoetler wrestled. Young Bendoff and Me 
Henry made a great set-to. Mike Cleary was on hand, 
and Charley Mitchell wouid have been, only he had to 
box with Billy Madden at Easion, Pa. Al. Hoefler 
gave asplend:d exhibition of Guo-swinging, while 
George Hunter, Willie Sverv, "bcm Seery, Frank 
George, Master Welch, Will Moss and Henry Smith 
appearcd in specialties, Prior io the wind-up, Charley 
Norton was called on th» stage, and, amid a cheer 
from about one thousand throats, the light-weight 
champion ascended the stage. Richard K. Fox's rep- 
resentative, Wm. E. Harding, then handed Norton a 
velvet-colored case containing a c-randsome “Police 
Gazette” boxing medal valued at $150. The master of 
ceremonies Leld up the trophy to the audience and 
said : 

“Richard K. Fox, the proprictor of the PoLicE Ga- 
ZETTE, has sent this from New York, to oe presented 
to Mr. Norton. This tetter accompunics the beautiful 
and valuable trophy.”

On beha‘f of Richard K. Fox, Wm. E. Hidrding re- 
moved the medal from the elegant case, and after 
holding it un to the audienee, fustered it on Norton’s 
left breast. Tremencous cheering to'lowed. 

Norton then made & raitsing set-to with Mike Mulry, 
of Providence, and the audience retired, after wituess- 
ing the gran‘cust athietic performance ever seen in 
Newark, N. J. 

There are fair prospects of a prize ficht with bare 
knuckles bcing arranged for $2,900 a side and upward, 
between Dominick McCaftrey, cf Pittsrurg, and John 
Kitrain, of Boston. Since the Jatter fought a draw 
with Jem Goode, at the Crib Club, Boston, sporting 
men at the ILud have on idea that Kiirain is a second 
edition of Sullivan, and they are ready to match him 
to fight anybody, barring the retired champion, K3l- 
rain stands 5 feet 10's inches in height, and in condition 
Weighs 190 pounds. Some time azo, when Dominick 
M--Calffrey issued a challenge, through the P LIcE Ga- 
ZEITE, to fightany man in America, the Crib Club 
authorized Tim MeCarihy. their grand mogul, to in. 
duce the Pittsburg pngilist to come East and box Kil- 
raiu. McCaffrey agreed to go to Buston and box 6 
rounds, for a purse cf $150. Feb. 7 was the datc agrecd 
on, but several days previous to that date, McC. ftrey 
sent word that he had met with an accident which 
had temporarily deprived him of the use of one of his 
hands, and a postponement was asked for. A post- 
ponement until Feb. 29 wus agreed to. 

On Feb. 22 McUaftrey and his backer arrived in Bos- 
ton. They intimated for the first time that the purse 
was not large enough. Both McCaffrey and his backers 
were informed that they could get outside betting to - 
anv amount desired. James Kk eenan, the well-known 
sporting man, having got an inkling of the intentions 
of McCafirey, sent to Kilrain €1,000, and during the 
conversation Kilrain announced to McCaffrey that 
he would bet him that amount upon tbe result.

{Subject of Illustration | 

One of the most cowardly murders ever recorded in 
the South, occurred at Cheraw, S. C.,on Saturday, | 
Feb. 16, when W. B. Cash, son of Col. E. B. C. Cash, the | 
noted duelist who killed Col. Shannon a few years | 
ago, murdered Town Marshal Richards of that place, | 
and a man named Cuwvard,. ‘ | 

The story of t he murder by young Cash shows that | 
it was a cowardly und brutal crime. Cash had been in | 
Cheraw several days, and had hada fight with the | 
Town Marshal, Mr. Richards. He sail afterward that 
he had been drunk, andj Ricbards had used bim | 
rough!y. Cash promised the Intendant of tne town 
that he would not molest. Richards, and it is believed 
he then meant what he said, but when the Colonel 
came home and heard that his son had been ill-treate4, | 
he began to clean his gun, and announced that he was | 
going to Cheraw to kill Richards. Bugan Cash, de- 
sirous of relieving his father of unnecessary trouble, 
took the job into his own hands, and reached Cieraw 
at 4o’cleck in the afterneon. 

He took three horses with him. and hitched them 
here and therein the village. Richards was leaning | 
against atree inthe main street. Cash walked past 
bim twice, went to the telegraph office, and then came 
back, and, wa!king up to Richards, said: 

“Hello! Are you watching me ?”’ 

Richards said no; that be was on duty, that wes all. 
Mr. Coward was standing ctose by. 

“Damn it, are you watching me, too?” Cash asked. 
His right hand was in his pocket. Coward did not 
repiy. Casa walked away and‘suddenly stopped, 
wheeled about, and fired., His weapon was a self- 
ecoexing revolver. The shot struck Richards in the 
arm and killel Mr. Coward. A second shot gave 
xichards his death-wound, and a third missed both 
men. Then Cash pulled out a fresh revolver, mounted 
one of his horses, and set out for home. He shouted to 
the agent of the railroad as he flew past tle station: 

“I’ve got (wo of them, and am ready for as many 
more as may come.” : 

When he reacied home the Colonel was standing on 
the porch, gun in hand. He embraced his son and 
told him it was the best deed he had ever done. 

The young murderer fled and concealed himself ina 
swamp. The Governor, learning that no efforts had 
been made to arrest Cash before he escaped, sent Chiet 
State Constable Richbours to Cheraw to learn why 
Sheriff Spofford had failed to take (he assas<in into 
custody. Capt. Richhours reported that the sheriff 
was reigning illness, and that his deputies would not 
act. The warrant had been sworn out by J. T. Monair, 
Intendant of Cheraw, and the Intendaut ana a pos‘e of | 
ten resolute young men had ten jered their services to 
tbe sheriff, who declined to accept them. 

The Governor issued a proclamation offering a re- 
ward of $500 for the apprehension of the muréderer, 
whom he described as “about 6 feet 3 inches in height. 
weight about 230 pounds, and about twenty-eight vears | 
old.’’ 

The last seen of young Cash was on Monday, March 
8, when he was promenading the platform at Cash’s | 
Depot, armed with a Winchester rifle. Tnere are tea 
thousand acres of swamp in the immediate vicinity 
of his home, and in the wilderness of the Peedce he 
‘could doubtless evade arrest n:uch more easily than in 
another State, where requisition papers could reach 
him and officers be found to serve them. 

About midnigit on March 8, Chief State Constable 
Richbourg, with twelve picked men, armed with im- 
proved Snar;s’ rifles, left Columbia and arrived at 
Florence at 3:50 the next morning, where they were 
met by Sheriff Cole, of Darlington county, Sheriff 
Spoford. of Chesterfield county, still being “sick.’?’ The 
party took another special! train from Florence, and 
reached a point a mile below Cash’s house just before 
daylight. The house was at once quietly surrounded, 
amd the posse waited for daylight. At about 6 o’c!ock 
the elder Cash arose and appeared at the tront door. 
He espied the pickets about the house, and retired | 
within. In about five minutes he reappeared armed | 
with a Winchester rifle and two pistols, and tried to 
make his escape. He had not proce:2:¢@ more thana 
hundred yards from his house before he wasconfronted 
by Jonn H. Pearson, one of the sentinels, who pre- 
sented his rifle and demanded Cash’s surrender. Cash 
hesitated, and Pearson said: : 

“Drop yuur gun, or I’1] shoot you in two seconds.” 

Cash dropped his gun quickly and admitted having 
been taken completely by surprise. Wien captured 
he was endeavoring to make his way to a log-house | 
across the railroed track, where young Cash was said | 
to be sleeping. The posse then closed in and searched | 
the Cash mansion thoroughly, but could find nothing | 
of Bogan Cash. A party then started for the Jog-house. 
When they were half way there Col. Cash, evidently | 
becoming alarmed for his son’s safety, made a proposi- 
tion to go to the-log house alone, if allowed to do so, | 
and pledged his sacred honor that he would have his 
son surrender within two hours. Hs proposal was ac- | 
ceded to and the for€ée recalled. Cash went and soon | 
returned, saving that his son bad lett the house an hour | 
before, and that he did not Know where he had gone. 
He offered, however, if the posse would withdraw that | 
his son would surrender before Wednesday. He 
frankly added that he only wanted ‘‘to come off with | 
flying colors;” that neither he nor his son desired to 
be considered outlaws, but that he desired to effect a | 
capitulation on bis own terms. 

The Colon] wa3 taken to Columbia and placed in 
fail. Young Cash was seen on March 11 at a point | 
about two miles from his father’s house. He was | 
mounted on a gray horse, and was armed with a rifle 
and tw> pistols. Three colored men met him, They 
gave him a supply of provisions and a package of 
newspapers and letters, after which he rode off rapidly 
in the direction ot the Peedee Swamp.

BEN TKOMPSON’S DEATH. 


The Noted Ex-Marshal ‘of San Antonio, Texas, Dies 
at Last With His Boots On. 


{With Dlustration and Portrait. | 

Ben Thompson and Ninz Fisher were shot dead in 
the Vaudeville theatre Tuesday night, March 11. Joe 
Foster was shot in the leg, and will probably die of 
hemorrhage. Thompson and Fisher had been drink- 
ing together, and entered the theatre in company. 
They met Fos‘cr in the dres3 circle, and some werds 
followed, when shcrily after shots were ex- 
changed. Toe dress circle was quickly cleared, the 
occupants inmpinz intothe parquet below and through 
the side windows into the street. Before the theatre 
was fairly cleared of its occupants 1,500 persons on the 
outside were clamoring at the closed doors for admit- 
tance. Shortly after the shooting Thompson’s brother 
appeared on the scene, but was promptly arrested. 

The remains of the two victims were taken in charge 
by a host of friends, and the ohsequies have been or- 
dered on the grandest scale, regardless of expense. 
The theatre where the affray occurred was the scene 
last veur of the killing by Thempson of Jack Harris, 
who was the propiietor of the place. Fis and 
Thompsun were probably the two most dcsperate*and 
widely known men in Texas. They have each killed 
a large number of men. 

Tnompson possessed a wide reputation as a man- 
killer. He had frequently threatened to take San 
Antonia, and the San Antonia police were determined 
he should not. His desperate ferocity when roused, 
his fearless disregard of his own and other lives, and 
his fatal proficiency in the use of the revolvers were 
too well known to fail in acting asa warning to the 
employees of a house whore former owner had been 
killed some months ago. From the moment of his en- 
trance to the theatre be was a doomed man,

THE University of ‘Pennsylvania Boat Club

The Nottingham 
man was instructed to furve the pace, and in the next 
t-vo bouts he appeared to have been all over hi3 op- 
ponent, nearly, in fact, Knocking him out. But Collicr 
too: his gruel coolly, and, puliiug himself together, 
landed a terrific blow with the left on Halford’s jaw. 
In so doing his arm was secn to fall, and subsequently 
he complained that his wrist felt very quecr. The 
effect of the blow told its tale on Halford, who how- 
ever, respouded to the call of “Time!” and who, but 
for the unexpected appearance of the “men of blue 
cloth.” might have outstayee his antagonist. So: 
quickly did the police come upon ths scence tbat before 
the pr-ncipals could get away they were in their 
clutches and remained in them until safely deposited 
in the dock at the County Hall. Laterinthe day the 
three prisoners were arraigned before the Justices. 
Collicr told the magistrates his le‘t wrist was broken 
ana that his 1izht was injured, but he alleged that both 
injuries were sustained alter the fisht. ‘The Bench re- 
manded the prisoners. Both men enjoy a wide repu- 
tation in England, althcugh Collier had not previously 
fizurcd in the “magic circle” with the ra‘v’uns, He 
was very quick and clever with the gloves, and his 
friends, having gauged tolcrably well the capabiities 
of Halford, were anxious that ne shoulda oppose him. 
Halford fouzbt a drawn hattle with Pick Emmerson, 
of Hull, below Hoveringham, on the banks of the 
river Trent, about three years ago. In this encounter 
both men were severely punished, and had not a 
police officer come on the scene it was the general im- 
pression that three or four more rounds would have 
settled tue Hull representaiive. ‘The battle thus far 
had lasted 1h 27m.
